The action arising out of the issue of 
£5,000,000 Debentures in connection with 
Messrs. Workman, Clark and Co., Lid., 
shipbuilders, Belfast, was continued in the 
King's Bench Division, Belfast, yesterday, 
before Mr. Justice Brown and a special 
jury, 


OPENING STATEMENT. 

Mr. E. 8, Murphy, K.C., continued his 
opening statement, and dealt with the hold- 
ing of some of the defendants in Workman, 
Clark and Co., and alluded to the offer made 
to them of £80 per £25 share. He referred 
the jury + the correspondence on the sub- 
ject, and laid stress on what he described 
as a remarkable telegram, in which Sir 
— Clark, Mr. Allan, and another direc- 
tor disagreed with certain statements in the 
prospectus, They stated that the estimates 
of the profits were impossible, and that Mr. 
Boyd’s valuation of the works, etc., was too 
high. Those directors, he said, attached 
considerable importance to the prospectus. 
Those directors had taken no exception to 
one of the most vital statements in the 
prospectus, That was the statement of the 
interes — it was a basis of the pros- 
pectus. t suggested that I 
advice had been en to the effect that 
the defendants were not responsible for the 
statements in the prospectus. But counsel 
contended that if a man a i the 
publication of a document of the kind, a 
document on which the public were asked 
to subseribe, and if that document contained 
material statements that were false to the 
knowledge of the gentlemen concerned, or, 
further, if statements were allowed to go in 
recklessly, without caring whether they were 
true cr false, these defendants were respon- 
sible in law for fraud. In a nutshell, he 
added, that is the first part of the case 
against these defendants.” 

One of the points of the defendants was 
that the document was not a prospectus at 
all, but he thought, on examination of the 

‘document, that they would find it in 
fact, a prospectug, with a form of apPlica- 
tion inside it, Counsel commented upon ‘the 
fact that a sum of £16,000 was spent on 
advertising the 3 in the Press on 
the IIth February, 1 On the same date 
there = a nm ution of the Northumberland 
Shipbuilding Company guaranteeing that 
prospectus. Any ordinary man. reading that 
would ssume that this guarantee meant 
something, and was an added strength to 
ine issue, 

That guarantee was worth the paper it 
was written on, and no more, declared Mr. 
Murphy. They would hear that there.was 
one thing quite certain in the ‘case, and 
that was that the guarantee was of no assist- 
ance to the Debenture shareholders. In 1923, 
when it was discovered that no more interest 
could be paid on the issue, the one thing 
that was abundantly evident was that the 
guarantee of the Northumberland Company 
was absolutely worthless. 

THE VALUATION OF SHIPYARD. 

Referring to Mr. Boyd’s statement that he 
had made a “full investigation of Messrs. 
Workman, Clark’s yards, etc.,’”’ counsel said 

that it only took two days. He arrived on 
the 9th a departed on t e 10th, not a v 
lengthened period in which to com a fuil 
investigation of pert at. four 
millions. Mr. Boyd’s valuation was described 
as being on a replacement value. That 
might be a proper basis of valuation for fire 
insurance purposes, but it was not a proper 
basis of valuation for security of Debenture 
issue. There was no suggestion in the pro- 
spectus of the basis on which the valuation 
of four millions was iar Bond's — later 
all the property in Mr. valuation, 
with the exception of a foun at Whiteinch 
(£65,000) was insured for 14,575. 4

All these vital statements as to invest- 
ments, as to cash received from the sale of 
Debenture Stock, the value of the yard and 
the plant and assets were all wrong, all false, 
and, he suggested, false to the knowledge of 
all these gentlemen. The form of applica- 
tion requested Messra, Sperling to procure 
subscribers an allotment of the Debenture 
Stock in the terms of the prospectus. That 
did not mean that Messrs. Sperling had the 
stock allotted to them or were the purchasers 
of the stock. Messrs. Sperling contended in 
the defence that the document was not a 
prospectus but an offer for sale, but entries 
in their own books contradicted any such 
assertion. 


Before leaving the prospectus, 
holding up the document, exclaimed: “‘I say 
that this is a dishonest prospectus, dishonest 
in many particulars, but if it were dishonest 
in only one material mis-statement that is 
sufficient for me.” 

From the time of the issue of the pros- 
pectus the sales went on right merrily, but 
the money was for the of paying for 
the loan from Messrs, einwort and the 
London, County and Westminster Bank.

In addition tothese matters, the defendants, 
he. submitted, did together to redeem 
debenture stock held by some of the de- 
fendants at a price not justi by the know- 
ledge that these persons possessed as to the 
actual value of that debenture stock at the 
time. He also submitted that the defendants 
agreed together to make Workman, Clark 
and Company responsible for debts due by 
other companies altogether; debts due by 
companies for which: Messrs, Workman, 
Clark and Company had no responsibility. 
It would be sufficient for his purpose if he 
established the fact that there was conspiracy 
in connection with any one of these objects. 
The first question that the jury would be 
called upon to answer would was this a 
fraudulent tus; was it known to be 
frandulent, and was it issued with the antho- 
rity and approval of all these defendants? To 
that question, he most confidently submitted, 
sufficient for them had been disclosed in the 
documents produced firom the various de- 
fendants before the heard any evidence. 
That case would remain established unless 
counsel on behalf of the defendants were able 
to put forward some case which he, as a 
lawyer, could not anticipate. ; 
opiving to his lordship, Mr. Murphy

The General Council has come together 
again, and practically is the same as regards 
personnel as in 1924. It is not actually com- 
plete as yet, for boxing and golf have still 
to be represented on it, but it will be soon; 
and in the meantime, and in response to the 
urge from the tourist agencies, shipping com- 
panies and the like, and literature 
are being prepared, and the important matter 
of dates for international athletics, boxing, 
swimming and rowing fixed. Wtihin a few 
weeks the dates for the other international 
and nations! sections will be allocated. = ' 

On the first four days of the following week 
we shall have national and international 


Swimming. On Wednesday of that week and | 


the following three days international boxing 
will be brought off. Friday and Saturday of 
the second week are provi set aside 
for rowing, but ft is more than likely that 
this section will show a big expansion on the 
international representation of 1924, in which 
event it may be necesfary to begin on Thurs- 
day for a three-day programme. The Games 
cf 1928 will, therefore, begin on Saturday, 
August 11th, and conclade, in all probability, 
on the following Sunday or Monday fortnight. 
CHANGES NEEDED. 

Natarally, a good deal of chopping and 
changing of the national sections will be 
needed before the Council considers the pro- 
gramme sufficiently balanced. In the last 
Games not less than twenty departments were 
billed for the same day, and this pul a serious 
strain on the officials of the Council. It also 
happened then that two or more international 
programmes were operating at one and the 
same time. For instance, athletics and swim- 
ming clashed throughout, and people who 
followed both forms of sport were deprived 
of some excellent performances. 

If a suggestion which is being canvassed 
that both rowing and yacht and motor boat 
racing would be transferred to Cork should 
materialise, congestion during the sixteen days 
in the capital would be appreciably relieved. 
There is no reason, whatever, why yacht and 
motor boat racing should not be brought off 
in Cork Harbour, if these committees desire it. 
The ease with which they carried through a 
fine programme in 1924 justifies any concession 
in this way that they should desire. This 
matter will probably be fixed up at the next 
meeting of the-Council, but rowing is under 
a different category, and much more involved. 

Whether or not the Upper Liffey would be 
a fit and proper place to run off competitions 
with some of the crack eights and fours of the 
world concerned, is a matter that rowing men 
themselves must decide. Or whether the pro- 
gramme would be better served by transfer 
te some more suitable stretch of water, such 
as the Bann, Foyle, or Lee. 

SWIMMING RACES. 

Swimming, which was such a magnificent 
success at the Zoo” Lake in 1924, when the 
diving of the world’s champion, Eve, and the 
swimming of other champions, astonished so 
many thousand spectators over the greater 
part of a week, may again be held in the 
same venue, if che 100 authorities are 
kind enough to facilitate. 

Quite apart from the fact that the personnel 
of the General Council is practically the same 
as that which carried through the initial effort 
with complete success, the weak points of the 
previous. games are known, and will be 
avoided. A considerable part of the musical 
programme is likely to be jettisoned. Pract- 
cally the only financial loss suifered on that 
occasion, apart from about £1,500 spent on 
fixtures and equipment, which are now to the 
good, was suffered here through heavy com- 
mitments on operas, which received meagre 
support. Next year also there is reason to 
believe that the Games will have active sup- 
port from a 1 ol the nation which 
was hostile in 1924. This is a most important 
factor. Not only will it substantially affect 
the financial outlook here, but in wre is 
countries organisation and finance will be radi- 
cally al for the good. 

So bright are the prospects for next year 
that the Council is prepared to work on a 
guaranteed loan. Another course would be 
again to approach the Government for a loan, 
but, in view of the small amount involved, 
this is considered unnecessary.

The proposal is to demolish it in order to 
rovide for an extension of Covent Garden 
arket, says the London Daily Hapress.

” OPENED IN 1858. 

The present Covent Garden Theatre is the 
third which has stood on the site. The 
first was opened by John Rich on December 
7, 1732 It was burned down on Septem- 
ber 21, 1808. ‘The second, then one of the 
largest in Europe, was opened on Septem- 
ber 18, 1809. ike its predecessor, it was 
destroyed by a fire which broke out on March 
5, 1856, at the close of a masquerade ball. 
The present theatre was opened on May 15, 


LARGEST LONDON STAGE. 

It seats about 2,000 people, and is noted 
for its acoustic properties, which are the best 
of any theatre in England. The stage is 
the largest in London, and one of the largest 
in Europe. 

Covent Garden has always been associated 
with opera. One of the earliest musical pro- 
ductions there was The Beggar’s Opera. 
It has associations with the works of Arne 
and Handel, amo many composers. t 
was at Covent Garden that the first perform- 
ance in England of The Messiah” took 
place. It was at Covent Garden also that 
the first public performance on the pianoforte 
took place, the pianist being Charles Dibdin. 

ENLARGING THE MARKET. 

The disappearance of Covent Garden 
Theatre will tp great blov to the musical 
public, There is ry so need, however, for 
the enlargement of Covent Garden Market, 
and, since the scheme for acquiring the 
Foundling Hospital site fell through, the 
p-oprietors of the market, Beecham Estates 
and Pills, Ltd., have been obliged to seek 
other means of providing for its needs. 

li the present negotiations are completed 
it is probable that the demolition of the 
theatre will take place, not immediately, but 
in two or three years’ time. 


WOMAN’S STATUS. 


MISS ELLEN WILKINSON AND 
THE VALTE OF A WIFE. 


Miss Ellen Wilkinson, M.P., speaking at 
Nuneaton, said: — A man never learns the 
cash value of a good wife until his wife be⸗ 
comes il, and he has to pay for a house- 
keeper. 

“The average workingman’s wife works 
eighty hours a week, and at the lowest Trade 
Board rate for women—sixpence an hour—a 
wife earns £2 a week. y 

“The women have made it possible for 
the men’s wages to be as low as they are. 
If the women demanded more the employers 
would have to pay more. 

“It is incorrect to say that a man’s wages 
include a woman’s wages, because in law the 
wife has no right to any part of her husband's 
wages. The only right she has is that she 
should not become chargeable to the 
guardians. 

A woman is necessary to the efficiency of 
a man, and but for her hard work in the 
home and in bringing up the future gereration 
industry could not go on. 

At present a woman's work is not recog- 
nised at all. She is simply regarded as an 
angel in the home and a wonderkol mother.

Mr. John Gulland, of the National Anti-

grounds with the notice: “ Only those book- 
makers with official badges are authorised to 
bet on this course.—By order of the Com- 
mitte.

On September 17 he had a bet with Mr. 
Kirby, choosing him because he was the 
nearest the centre in front of the stand. 

I had ten shillings at 5 to 1 on Colorado, 
but I did not get anything back.

“Mr. Kirby paid me 
promptly, and he made me pay the tax, too. 
(Laughter.) I have no complaint to make

In further evidence, Mr. Gulland said that 
on Saturday nights every bookmaker's post 
seemed to be occupied. On Mondays and 
Wednesdays there were a few vavant. The 
time occupied by the races was trifling. Be- 
tween the races the bookmakers were shout: 
ing the odds, and the public were busy find- 
ing winners or backing losers. 

Answering questions by counsel, Mr, Gul- 
land said that he had attended horse race 
meetings, and had not seen there any notices 
relating to the way in which betting should be 
carried on or as to regulations regarding 
bookmakers.

“ I:'soimetimes think there is something to 
be said for the institution of an inguiry into 
every death from childbirth,” said Sir George 
Newman, Chief Medical Officer of the Ministry 
of Health, speaking at a conference repre- 
senting a great number of organisations 
which was held at the Gentral Hall, London, 
to discuss the problem of maternal mortality. 
This meeting marks the beginning of a 
campaign to’ arouse public interest and 
enlighten public opinion with regard to 
the high rate of maternal mortality, which 
remains pretty well where it was some years 
ago, in spite of the decrease in the general 
death-rate and the great diminution in the 
mortality am infants, 

The point of Sir George 
por lh ná birth to a child 
natural function, and that 
occurred it should be regarded as an accident 
and inquired into. During the labt ten years, 
he said, the average number of women in 
England who gave birth to children was 
750,000 each year. Each year 5,000 of that 
number died in childbirth, or so soon after- 
wards that childbirth must be considered the 
cause. It was serious thing for the nation 
te lose 5,000 women at the zenith of their 
fertility, when, they could least be 2 
Seventy per cent. of them were under thirty- 
five years of In addition ‘to these 
women who died were some thousands of 
young.women who.were physically so severely 
injured in childbirth that their health was 
permanently impaired, and some were never 
able to give birth to a child again. 

URGENT NEEDS. 

We have no means of knowing how 
many women are thus involved. said Sir 
George, “ but from the imsurance and the 
hospital records we know if must be-a high 
figure. Obviously there cannot be a high 

ortion of maternal mortality without 
impairment among newly-born infasite. 
one year over 000 children were still: 
born, and 15,000 died within the first week 
of life. It is not good for the nation or for 
civilisation that. we should lose between 
30,000 and 40,000 children each year at the 
gate of birth. It should be possible to avoid 
a substantial number of these disasters.” 

Three things; said Sir George, were 
urgently needed, and the first was ante-natal 
hygiene, and u women were willing to 
practise ſt there would be a subs re- 
duction in mortalſty And impairment.

* MACHINE v. Max. 


Mr. Wilfred Webster (a well-known Leeds 
bookmaker and racehorse owner) says :—I 
think the tradition of the British racing 
public is to have a bet and know what they 
are getting. With the totalisator they will 
have to wait until after the race in rder to 
see what the machine registers. If the 
totalisator is worked alongside the English 
bookmaker I am afraid the machine will do 
very little, business. When an Englishman 
goes to have a bet, if his horse has a tem to 
ong chance, the bookinaker gives him that 
price, The totelisator may give him more or 
give him less, but he will not know. precisely 
what odds he is getting to his stake until 
alter the race is over. 

Ten per cent. would be stopped out of the 
turnover of the pari-mutuel, This is done in 
Continental and other countries.

Mr. James Sutters (a London commission 
agent, and director of the Victoria Club) 
says :—Just as bookmakers have beaten the 
present betting tax system, so they will beat 
the totalisator.

TRIPPED BY WIRE. 
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MULLINGAR FATAL FOWLING 
ACCIDENT. 


Yesterday County Coroner Malynn, West- 
meath, held an inquest (without a jury), at 
Wardenstown House, Killucan, on Crofton 
Talbot Beyly Vandeleur, who was accidentally 
shot on his lands at Wardenstown on Wednes- 


day.

EXPERIMENTS WITH AMERICA. 

Short-wave experiments between. America 
and England were, he said, to be continued, 
and a kw. station working from Chelms- 
ford on a double aerial; with a wave-length 
of 24 metres, will be opened by the B. B.C. 
either next week or the week after. 

“ The station.is to be used for egy pe 
work only,” said Captain Eckersley, and 
not for broadeasting in the ordinary sense. 
Experiments have been going on with America 
for four years, and, working with a spacea 
aerial receiver, we want to see if this tech- 
nical problem cannot be solved. i 

“- Assuming—it is & very big assumption— 
that the American experiment works, Í fore- 
see in the future an enormous station in the 
middle of England with a beam directed to 
India, a beam directed to South Africa, one 
to America, and one to Australia, and so on, 
and receiving stations with spaced aerials 
spread over several miles in each country. 

THE DOMINIONS. 

This is speculation, however, and we will 
not put any stuff we receive from America 
into our programmes until there is a great 
advance on what has gone before. We are 
aiming not only at America, but at all the 
Dominions and Colonies, and the experiments 
are being conducted with America because 
she has the facilities.”

Merchants are 
working .on average costs, but as cheaper 
stocks become exhausted the position grows 
daily more difficult.
